The  physical  features  of  the  District  are  generally 
mountainous . 

The  Eden  Valley  forms  a large  part  of  the  District,  and 
is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  Pennines,  consisting  of  Carboniferous 
Limestone,  with  pockets  of  Barytes  and  Galena.  In  the  valley  there 
are  considerable  deposits  of  Gypsum.  The  District  from  Appleby 
to  Orton  is  all  Limestone. 

The  Lune  Valley  is  bounaed  on  one  side  by  Limestone,  and 
on  the  other  side  by  rocks  of  a Schistose  nature,  yielding  a very 
soft  pure  water. 

The  District  is  mainly  devoted  to  agricultural  work,  but 
there  are  a number  of  barytes  miners  and  railvray  v\forkers.

In  the  following  Parishes  the  v/ater  is  supplied  direct  to 

the  houses  and  there  are  no  standpipes;  the  supply  is  constant, 

abundant  and  not  liable  to  pollution. 

Brough,  Brough  Sowerby  and  part  of  Hillbeck. 

The  water  is  derived  from  two  springs,  stored  in  reservoir 
and  supplies  180  houses. 

Kirkby  There, Temple  Sowerby  and  Newbiggin . 

The  water  is  obtained  from  a spring,  stored  in  reservoir 
and  supplies  234  houses. 

Longmarton  and  Crackenthorpe , 

The  water  is  derived  from  a spring  and  supplies  176  houses. 
Milburn. 

The  water  is  derived  from  s.  spring,  stored  in  reservoir 
and  supplies  56  houses. 

Ormside . 

The  \A/ater  is  derived  from  a spring,  stored  in  reservoir  and 
supplies  20  houses. 

Tebay . 

The  watef  is  derived  from  Churn  Ghyll,  stored  in  collecting 
tank  and  supplies  216  houses. 

War cop  and  Sandford. 

The  vaster  is  derived  from  Hayber  Ghyll,  stored  in  collecting 
tank  and  supplies  93  houses. 

Bleatarn . 

The  water  is  derived  from  a spring,  stored  in  collecting 
tank  and  supplies  9 houses. 
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Mur ton . 

The  supply*  is  from  a spring,  stored  in  collecting  tanl^  and 
supplies  27  houses. 

Hilton. 

The  supply  is  from  a spring,  stored  in  collecting  tank,  and 
supplies  32  houses. 

Dufton . 

The  supply  is  derived  from  sub-soil  drainage,  stored  in 
collecting  tank  and  supplies  45  houses. 

Kirkby  Stephen;  parts  of  IVinton  and  Hartley . 


This  supply  has  been  constant  but  now  owing  to  shortage  in 
the  Town  of  Kirkby  Stephen  is  on  the  intermittent  system.  There 
are  446  houses  supplied  direct  and  none  from  standpipes.  The  water 
is  obtained  from  a spring  at  Cold  Keld  and  is  supplied  direct  from 
the  collecting  chamber.  This  supply  is  polluted  by  surface  water 
carrying  peaty  matter.  Owing  to  complaints  of  shortage  and  dis- 
colouration the  question  of  an  improved  supply  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  Engineers  who  have  submitted  a scheme  which  has  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  scheme  provides  for 
the  tracing  of  the  spring  and  eliminating  the  surface  watery 
construction  of  a proper  intake  tank;  scraping  mains;  repairing 
leaks  and  the  extension  of  the  main  to  a balancing  tank. 

Orton. 


This  supply  is  on  the  constant  system  except  in  very  dry 
weather  when  owing  chiefly  to  shortage  at  the  intake  it  has  to  be 
put  on  the  intermittent.  There  are  47  houses  direct  and  45  from 
standpipes.  This  supply  is  obtained  from  a spring  at  Scar  Side 
and  stored  in  a reservoir  and  is  not  liable  to  pollution. 

Ravenstonedale  Town. 


This  village  has  a piped  supply  in  the  hands  of  private 
ovi/ners  and  is  satisfactory. 

Hartley. 


This  village  has  a piped  supply  privately  ov/ned  and  is 
satisfactory. 

Newbiggin-on-Lune . 

This  village  has  a piped  supply  in  the  hands  of  private  owners 
and  is  satisfactory.  A fev/  of  the  houses  whose  ovmers  are  not  in 
the  scheme  have  their  o^/vn  private  supplies  from  wells  etc.  It 
would  be  an  improvement  if  arrangements  could  be  made  to  have  these 
supplies  from  a piped  supply. 

Asby,  Colby,  Crosby  Garrett,  Hoff  and  Burrells,  Kaber,  Musgrave , 

Soulby,  Vfaltby  and  Nateby. 

These  villages  are  chiefly  served  by  springs,  wells  and  pumps 
and  these  supplies  cannot  be  called  satisfactory.  In  a nur.iber  of 
cases  the  water  has  to  be  carried  an  unreasonable  distance.  Schemes 
have  been  prepared  at  various  times  and  have  been  abandoned. 
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In  the  remainder  of  the  district  outside  these  areas  the 
houses  have  their  ovm.  private  supplies  and  it  viould  he  impracticable 
to  give  them  a supply  from  mains  owin^  to  their  isolation.  In 
the  whole  of  the  parishes  supplied  by  the  Authority  about  88;s  of 
the  houses  are  supplied  from  the  mains. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  pollution. 

Drainage . 

In  the  villages  which  are  sewered  the  houses  are  connected 
to  the  sev/ers  with  properly  laid  socket  pipe  drains.  With  the 
exception  of  Kirkby  Stephen  and  Brough  the  majority  of  the  drains 

have  only  to  convey  waste  water  - there  being  very  few  water 

closets  in  other  ^jarts  of  tne  area.  In  the  remainder  of  the 
district  the  houses  are  drained  either  into  cesspool  or  on  to 
the  surface.  This  s^rstem  except  in  the  case  of  certain  villages 
is  satisfactory.  These  exceptions  are  dealt  with  under  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Pipes  sewers  to  septic  tanks  and  distribution  of  effluent 
over  land  are  found  at  Brough,  Church  Brough,  Knock,  Soulby, 

War cop,  Winton  and  Nateby  and  are  satisfactory  under  existing 
conditions.  At  Dufton  and  Kaber,  the  effluent  from  tanlv 
discharges  into  a stream.  At  Outhgill,  Milburn  and  hurt on,  and 
Newbiggin-on-Lune , a piped  sewer  passes  to  cesspools;  whilst 
this  first  is  satisfactory  extensions  are  required  at  the  other 
three . 

Kirkby  Stephen. 

Piped  sewers  satisfactory.  Disposal  works  with  regular 
attendant,  Effluent  discharges  into  River  Eden. 

Kirkby  Thore. 


Two  systems  of  piped  sewers  satisfactory.  Disposal  by 
septic  tanks  and  effluent  to  stream. 

Longmarton. 

Portion  piped  and  remainder  stone.  The  main  sewers  appear 
to  have  been  a surface  water  drain  before  being  utilised  as  a 
sewer  and  carries  a large  volume  of  water  which  is  beneficial 
in  keeping  the  sewer  cleansed.  Disposal  by  tank,  and.  the 
effluent  which  is  discharged  to  a streara  leaves  room  for 
improvement,  k branch  sewer  was  constructed  in  1924. 

Hilton, 


n portion  of  this  village  is  sev/ered  and  discharges  directly 
to  a stream.  This  sewer  is  in  a very  unsatisfactory  condition. 
The  village  need.s  sewering  and  disposal  v/orks.  An  estimate  was 
given  during  the  year  to  sewer  the  lower  portion  of  the  village 
connecting  up  to  the  existing  sewer  but  the  cost  was  deemed  to 
be  prohibitive. 

Orton. 


Sewered  with  pipe  sewers  but  without  outfall  works.  The 
main  sewer  discharges  to  fissures  in  the  rocks  and  up  to  nov/  has 
not  caused  any  trouble,  A portion  of  the  sev/er  has  been  relaid 
during  the  year. 
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Ravenstonedale . 


There  are  two  systems.  One  piped  to  outfall  works  and  the 
other  discharges  to  stream.  On  the  Town  Head  ’’sys tern  the  old 
cesspool  was  scrapped  during  the  year  and  an  extension  of  the 
sewer  with  septic  tank  constructed  with  the  effluent  discharging- 
underground  to  fissures  in  the  rock.  The  other  system  will  he 
very  difficult  to  deal  with  owing  to  the  presence  of  rock. 

Tehay . 

There  are  four  systems  in  this  village.  The  old  Tehay 
system  causes  trouble  owing  to  insufficient  fall  and  flooding. 

The  Orton  Road  sewer  works  satisfactorily  hut  improvements  are 
needed  to  the  outfall  works . 

The  Church  Street  and  Mount  pleasant  s^rstern  works  satisfact- 
orily hut  here  again  improvements  are  needed  to  the  outfall  works. 
An  extension  of  the  sewer  is  needed  in  the  rear  of  the  houses 
on  the  south  side  of  Mount  Pleasant. 

The  houses  at  the  south  end  of  the  village  are  sewered  hut 
the  system  is  not  satisfactory. 

Reports  hy  Engineers  on  the  sevi/erage  of  Tehay  have  heen 
considered  on  several  occasions  hut  the  cost  of  any  improvement 
is  considered  prohibitive. 

Temple  Sowerhy . 

There  are  two  systems  of  piped  sewers  discharging  to  septic 
tanks  without  filters.  These  systems  require  constant  attention 
the  sewers  not  halving  sufficient  fall  and  the  outfall  works  being 
at  a loY/  leve],  and  water  logged. 

Ashy  and  Crosby  Garrett. 

The  houses  in  these  villages  have  their  own  separate 
disposal  which  chiefly  consists  of  the  drains  discharging  to 
streamis.  In  both  these  cases  the  construction  of  sewers  and 
outfall  works  vrould  he  expensive  and  difficult  owing  to  the 
houses  being  built  on  either  side  of  a stream  and  also  on  account 
of  the  levels.  In  the  remainder  of  the  District  so  long  as 
present  conditions  exist  there  is  no  call  for  sewerage. 

General 

With  the  exception  of  Kirkhy  Stepiien  before  any  wholesale 
conversions  of  privies  to  v;/ater  closets  coulu  take  place  the 
villa.g'es  v/hich  are  sev/ered  v/ould  have  to  provide  proper  outfall 
works . 

Closet  Accommodaiiion .

There  is  no  policy  of  conversion  being  proceeded  with  and 
Kirkby  Stephen  is  the  only  place  at  present  where  it  could  be 
adopted,  owin^  to  sev\?age  disposal  difficulties. 

SCAVENGING. 


Brough,  Kirkby  Stephen,  Tebay  and  \7arcop  are  the  only 
places  v/here  the  Council  undertake  the  emptying  and  cleansing 
of  earth  closets,  privies  and  ashpits.  The  work  is  carried 
out  by  contract  and  the  refuse  is  deposited  on  tips.  Kirkby 
Stephen  and  Tebay  will  in  the  near  future  be  faced  with  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  a tip  within  reasonable  distance  as  the 
existing  accomraodation  is  nearly  exhausted.  Up  to  date  no 
great  difficult^'  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  contractors 
who  carry  out  their  duties  efficiently.  Disinfectant  is 
provided  and  used  v;hen  emptying  the  conveniences. 

The  Council  provide  receptacles  for  dry  refuse  at  Kirkby 
Stephen,  Orton,  Ravenstonedale  and  Soulby  and  those  are  emptied 
as  required.  In  the  remainder  of  the  District  the  work  is 
done  privately  and  at  present  is  fairly  satisfactory.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

There  is  no  necessity  in  this  area  for  any  action  under 
this  heading,  the  district  being  mainly  agricultural.

No  action  has  heen  taken  and  none  needed  with  respect  to  houses 
let  in  lodgings. 

One  husiness  of  gut  scraper  has  been' established  during  the 
year;  no  further  powers  are  needed  to  deal  with  this  isolated  case. 

Other  Sanitary  Conditions  requiring  notice . 

Complaints  were  received  about  flooding  at  Temple  Sowerby 
and  on  this  being  investigated  it  was  found  that  a syke  needed 
cleansings  it  being  choked  with  weeds.  On  this  beine,  cleared 
it  improved  matters  considerably. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  scavenging  at  Vifarcop  has  been 
undertalcen  by  the  Council  and  since  this  ivas  commenced  it  has 
been  noted  that  infectious  diseases  which  v^rere  prevalent  before 
have  not  occurred  since.

Of  these  5 schools  have  water  closets  with  an  average  of  2o  boys 
and  14  girls  per  closet;  7 schools  with  pail  closets  with  an 
average  of  12  boys  and  7 girls  per  closet;  17  schools  with 
privies  with  an  average  of  11  boys  and  8 girls  per  privy.  All 
the  schools  have  urinals  for  boys.  There  are  16  schools  with 
v;ater  laid  on  from  either  public  mains  or  private  sources, 
vdnilst  at  2u  schools  water  has  to  be  carried  from  wells  and 
pumps  and  1 school  has  no  supply'’.  In  the  latter  case  there 
IS  no  water  in  the  vicinity  and  rain  vi/ater  storage  would  be  the 
only  means  to  be  adopted.  The  school  buildings  throughout  the 
district  are  good. 

Some  improvement  might  be  effected  if  the  privies  were 
emptied  more  regularly  and  those  which  could  not  be  converted 
to  water  closets  ov/ing  to  water  and  sev/age  disposal  difficulties 
were  converted  to  pail  closets.  A scheme  is  in  hand  at  one 
school  to  convert  the  privies  to  water  closets.

The  Council  have  obtained  sanction  to  a scheme  for  the 
erection  of  12  houses  at  Tebay  under  the  1924  Act,  6 are  to 
be  proceeded  v/ith  immediately. 

There  have  been  no  important  changes  in  population. 

A slight  increase  has  occurred  at  Tebay.  Hartley  is  a 
parish  where  quarries  are  being  developed  on  a large  scal.e 
and  this  will  possibly  increase  the  population  of  Kirkby 
Stephen .

III.  General  fitness  of  houses. 

The  general  standard  is  good.  There  are  a certain 
number  wnich  require  continual  repairing  owing  to  their 
age  and  in  the  near  future  these  will  affect  the  housing 
question  in  the  district. 

The  general  character  of  the  defects  found  to  exist 
in  unfit  houses  are:-  Defective  closets,  drains,  roofs, 
floors,  ground  damp  and  insufficient  ventilation. 

In  the  recently  erected  houses  the  supervision  by 
owners  is  quite  effective  and  defects  are  rarely  found  in 
this  type.  In  the  older  type  of  houses  generally  the 
owner  does  not  do  much  supervision  but  apparently  leaves 
this  duty  to  the  Local  Authority.  These  defects  are 
chiefly  due  to  the  age  of  the  materials  and  not  to  any 
great  extent  misuse  by  tenants. 

General  action  taken  as  regards  unfit  houses. 

All  the  houses  inspected  are  recorded  under  the  Housing 
Regulations.  Any  defects  found  are  notified  to  the  owner. 
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Failing  remedy  Y/ithin  a reasonable  time  Statutory  Notices 
are  served  either  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  Housing 
nets  whichever  may  be  the  most  applicable.  Up  to  date  it 
has  been  found  rare  considering  the  number  of  cases  dealt  v\rith 
to  resort  to  Statutory  action  and  no  case  has  gone  beyond  the 
Statutory  Notice  stage. 

The  greatest  difficulty  arises  from  failure  to  obtain 
necessary  skilled  labour  to  carry  out  repairs.  In  a number 
of  cases  ordinary  labour  is  obtained  and  the  advice  and  a 
certaiii  amount  of  supervision  by  the  Inspector  is  expected 
and  usually  given.  ^'Vhere  extensive  repairs  have  to  be  done 
the  Council  allow  the  owner  a reasonable  time  to  complete  the 
works  specified,  but  specify  which  items  have  to  be  carried 
out  first. 

There  are  no  back-to-back  houses. 

Difficulty  is  experienced  in  regard  to  water  supplies  to 
houses  ov/ing  to  the  expense  of  providing  supplies  at  a 
reasonable  cost.  Closet  accommodation  and  refuse  disposal 
do  not  create  any  great  difficulty. 

No  special  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  year  in 
these  matters. 

IV . Unhealthy  Areas . 

No  representations  have  been  made  as  to  unhealthy  areas. 

No  action  has  been  taken  and  none  neeaed  with  respect  to 
houses  let  in  lodgings,  tents,  vans,  sheds  etc.  There  is 
no  need  for  any  new  Bye-lav\rs  or  revision  of  existing  ones. 


V.  G-eneral  and  Miscellaneous. 

No  special  action  has  been  needed.  The  rare  cases  of 
misuse  of  household  fittings  are  noted  at  the  time  of 
Inspection,  and  action  taken  accordingly. 

Householders  are  instructed  at  every  opportunity  to  dispose 
of  refuse  by  burning.  This  receives  special  attention  where 
the  Council  remove  the  household  refuse.

MILK. 

The  milk  supplied  in  this  District  is  produced  locally 
and  is  of  a very  high  standard.  In  each  village  there  are 
Retail  Producers  v/ho  deliver  the  milk  from  house  to  nouse  and 
this  arrangements  works  quite  satisfactorily. 

A large  quantity  of  milk  is  sent  out  of  the  district 
chiefly  to  Newcastle  area. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  quality  excepting 
one  case  which  is  dealt  with  under  Tuberculosis  Milk. 

The  County  Council  has  appointed  Sanitary  Inspectors  to 
inspect  the  cattle. 

The  follov\^ing  are  the  numbers  on  the  Register  under  the

The  number  registered  under  the  Dairies,  Cov/sheds  and 
Milkshops  Order  is  196. 
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The  excess  shewn  in  the  total  under  the  1922  Act  is  on 
account  of  6 persons  carrying  on  doth  the  Trade  of  v/holesaler 
and  Retailer. 

The  working  of  the  Regulations  is  going  very  smoothly  and 
the  people  in  the  trade  are  very  careful  to  keep  their  premises 
and  milk  up  to  a high  standard. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  new  registration,  conditions 
have  much  improved  and  an  all  round  keenness  is  shewn  to  obtain 
all  the  information  possible  vi/ith  respect  to  the  regulations 
now  in  force. 

One  case  of  tuberculosis  milk  was  reported  and  the  herd 
was  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  and  the  offending 
animal  discovered  and  destroyed. 

The  inspection  of  cattle  is  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspectors  and  the  Sanitary  .^nspector  is  only  called  upon  v/hen 
the  carcase  is  proposed  to  be  used  for  h^uman  consumption. 

The  records  as  to  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  under 
this  are  held  by  the  County  Council. 

There  are  no  licenses  issued  for  the  sale  of  milk  under 
Special  Designations. 

MEAT . 


The  regular  hours  of  slaughter  have  been  furnished  to  the 
Inspector  and  the  Inspector  visits  when  opportunity  offers. 

Owing  to  the  distance  between  the  slaughterhouses  systematic 
inspection  of  all  carcases  is  impracticable  v/ith  the  present 
staff.  No  improvement  can  be  expected  until  public  slaughter- 
houses are  established  in  convenient  places. 

Two  carcases  have  been  found  to  be  effected  with  tuberculosis 
during  the  year  and  have  been  destroyed.  In  these  cases  the 
butchers  drew  the  Inspector's  atitention  to  them. 

The  Authority  have  no  means  of  disposal  of  condemned  meat 
and  have  to  rely  on  the  co-operation  of  the  owner  of  the  carcase 
to  dispose  of  it.  This  is  done  by  burying. 

The  Butchers  have  conformed  to  the  new  Regulations;  this 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  not  a single  contravention  has  been 
discovered  during  the  year.  Each  individual  has  been  served 
with  a copy  of  the  Regulations  and  his  premises  inspected.  In 
every  case  on  the  first  inspection  v;ere  the  Regulations  found  to 
be  complied  with.

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OTHER  POODS. 


This  branch  has  received  more  attention  than  usual  this  year 
owing  to  a number  of  grocers  shops  coming  under  the  public  Health 
(Meat)  Regulations  and  opportunity  v>/as  taken  of  inspecting  the 
contents  of  the  shops  when  visiting  under  those  Regulations. 

Two  consignments  of  coco-nuts  were  condemned. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  bakehouses  etc.  is  very  satisfactory. 
One  case  of  defective  drainage  v/as  discovered  and  remedied  upon 
request.  The  existing  powers  have  been  found  quite  adequate  for 
dealing  with  those  places. 

Prevalence  of,  and  control  over.  Infectious  Disease . 

In  the  period  under  review  there  have  been  122  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  50  of  these  occurring  in  1925,  6 cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  1 of  Enteric  Fever.  Tebay  seems  to  suffer  more  from  Scarlet 
Fever  than  other  parts.  This  is  a big  centre  for  railway  v/orkers 
and  there  is  a fairly  large  number  of  dwellings  in  close  proximity, 
the  majority  of  which  have  privy  middens,  which  are  emptied  eight 
times  a year.  The  railway  workers  travel  far  and  wide  coming 
into  contact  with  all  sorts  of  people  and  in  the  neighbouring  County 
Scarlet  Fever  has  recently  been  epidemic.  Either  of  these  causes 
may  have  some  bearing  on  the  present  outbreak. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  issued  free  for  the  treatment  of  all 
necessitous  cases,  excepting  patients  under  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act;  also  for  both  necessitous  and  insured  patients  for 
prophylactic  purposes. 

There  were  four  "return''  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  case  of 
Encephalitis  Lethar?jica  was  notified  in  each  of  the  yoars  1921  and 
1924. 

The  notifications  of  disease  under  the  Regulations  of  7th  Jan. 
1919  have  not  been  of  much  material  value. 

The  Combined  Districts  of  V/estmorlana  have  provided  laboratories 
at  Kendal,  to  which  any  practitioner  may  send  specimens  for 
examination.  Sputum  is  also  examined  at  Meathop  Sanatorium.

No  use  of  the  Schick  and  Dick  Tests  has  been  made  and  no 
vaccinations  have  been  performed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


Close  liaison  with  the  School  Medical  officer  is  me.intained 
so  that  the  fullest  use  of  school  notification  is  made.  The 
mortality  from  Influenza  is  0.8  per  1,000  of  population. 

No  facilities  for  disinfestation  exist,  but  this  can  alv/ays 
be  arranged  but  there  has  been  no  need  for  such  action.  Dis- 
infection is  carried  out  after  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  1925. 
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No  deaths  'from  tuberculosis  \^eve  registered  v/hich  had  not 
previously  been  notified.  The  notification  of  all  known 
Tuberculosis  is  invariably  carried  out.  There  has  been  no 
need  for  the  use  of  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations  1925  or  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Tuberculosis,  Venereal  Disease  and  Maternit2^  and  Child 
V/elfare  are  administered  by  the  County  Council, 

Maternity  and  Child  Vi/elf  are. 

During  the  period  under  review  3 -cases  of  Puerperal  Fever 
have  been  notified,  one  of  which  was  fatal;  2 cases  of  Measles, 

1 of  ¥/ho oping- cough,  and  4 of  Diarrhoea  fatal.  One  case 

of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  each  of  the  years  1922  and  1924. 

Two  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorium  were  notified  1925  and  were 
treated  at  home,  recovering  without  any  impairment  of  vision.
